Although the incident grew out; 
of a basketball game between 
Waresboro and Dasher’ Bible 
School in the Eighth District Class 
C finals, it was not made public 
until Pres. W. T. Anderson, of the 
Georgia-Florida League, launched 
an investigation in April. 

Trautman, after reyiewing An- 
derson’s report .and making 
thorough study of the case, said 
that Brewster was guilty of “colos- 
sal stupidity,” However, the testi- 
mony offered didn’t warrant a life 
suspension 

According to evidence collected 
in the investigations, Brewster ap- 
proached Referee Don Gross, a 
teammate on the ‘48 pennant-win- 
ning Waycross Club, with a propo- 
sition to make some easy money 
by fouling out curtain members 
of the Dasher team. 

Gross promptly rejected the of 
fer and notified Herbert Brad- 
shaw, President of the Waycross 
Club, and Marshall O’Rear, Eighth 
District Secretary in charge of hiz 
ing officials. 

Brewster’s defense, which Trout- 
man said would have ordinarily 
been considered fantastic by his 
office, was that he wasn’t: interest- 
ed in the game, but was merely 
acting for Jake Lankford, Wares- 
boro High School coach. 

At the hearing, Lankford, who 
has produced several champion- 
ship teams at Waresboro and has 
been coaching longer than any 
other mentor in the Eighth Dis- 
trict, testified that he had no in- 
tention of having Gross bribed, 
but merely wished to determine 
whether Don could be bought. If 
so, naturally another’ referee 
would then be substituted. 

Trautman commended Gross, 
who played with Waycross this 
season before suffering an injured 
finger and is now a radio an- 
nouncer for Station WAYX in 
Waycross, for promptness in re- 
porting the incident to proper of 
ficials. 

The minor league chief added 
that Brewster has the right to ap- 
peal his case to the Minor Execu- 
tive Committee and Commissioner 
A. B. Chandler. 

Brewster, regarded as one of 
the best fielding shortstops in mi- 
nor league baseball, is a familiar 
figure to Georgia fans, having 
played with Waycross prior to the 
war and later with the Atlanta 
Crackers. He jumped from Way- 
cross to the Crackers and later 
played with two other Southern 
League teams, Nashville and Bir- 
mingham. 

He had maior league trials with 
Cincinnati, the Philadelphia Phils, 
Chicago Cubs and the Cleveland 
Indians. In 1943, he played 49 
games for the Phiis. 

After receiving his release from 
Milwaukee of the American Asso- 
ciation in 1947, Brewster signed 
with the Waycross team last year 
and was generally credited ith 
driving the Bears to the flag. 

He worked out with the club 
this Spring, but didn’t sign a con- 
tract, pending investigation of the 
basketball spi isode.

W ASHINGTON—In the queer tangle of labor policy, one fact 
stands out. President Truman still has an excellent chance of vic- 
tory over the supporters of the Taft-Hartley Act. But he is gravely 
imperiling this chance of victory, in order to preserve his odd pose 
as the Persecuted-Politician-Exhibiting-Conscious-Rectitude.
